Hood Band: With right side of hood 
facing, with No. 3 circular needle and 
White, pick up and k 82 [92, 98] sts 
along front edge of hood. Work in rows 
as follows: Row 1: Purl. Drop White. 
Row 2: With Blue knit. Row 3: K 5 [5, 
4], * place a yarn marker as before, k9 
Rep from * across, end with k 5 [6, 4] 
Row 4: With White knit. Row 5: With 
White purl, Rows 6-7: With Blue knit 
Fasten off Blue. Row 8: With White k 3 
13, 2), * draw up a Ip in next marked 
space below, k 1, si 1, k2, draw up a Ip 
in same space as before, k5.

Work even in pat 
until length from first row of armhole 
shaping is 4" [4%", 4¥4"1, end with a 
row worked on wrong side. 


Shoulder Shaping: Rows 1-2: Bind off 
first 8 [9, 9] sts, complete row in pat.

LEFT FRONT With White and No. 4 
needles, cast on 47 [51, 55] sts. Work 
as for Back until total length is 8” [8%", 
9%], end with Row 3 [9, 1] of pat on 
right side.

39 [43, 47] sts, Fasten off Green and 
Pink, Change to No. 3 needles: Starting 
with Row 1 of Waistband, work as for 
Back to armhole shaping, end with a 
row worked on wrong side.

Next Row: K across to 
next marker, slip marker then complete 
row as for Row 11 of pat—62 sts. 
Following Row: Rep Row 12 of pat. 
Next Row: K across to next marker, slip 
marker, then work as for Row 13 of pat 
to following marker, remove marker 
and slip the 4 border sts on a safety pin 
to be worked later for back neck 
border, then slip remaining sts on a 
holder. Break off yarn. 

RIGHT FRONT: Starting at lower edge, 
with No. 4 [5, 6] needles cast on 62 sts, 
place a marker on needle; cast on 4 
more sts

Work Picot Edging 





BONNET 


Starting at front edge, with Size E hook 
ch 73 having 6 ch sts to 1”. Row 1: Dein 
4th ch from hook and in each ch 
across—71 de. Ch 3, turn. Row 2: Dein 
next de and in each dc across, de in top 
of ch-3. Ch 3, turn. Rep last row until 
length is 3%”, Fasten off. Turn. 
Center Back: Row 1: Skip first 24 de 
on previous row, join yarn to next de, 
ch 3, de in next 22 de; do not work over 
remaining sts. Ch 3, turn, Row 2: Dc in 
next de and in each de across, de in top 
of ch-3. Ch-3, turn. Rep last row until 
center back measures 3%”. Fasten off. 
Pin each side edge of back to the 
adjacent 24 sts of bonnet. Working 
through both thicknesses work a row of 
sc along each pinned edge. Mark this 
side for right side of bonnet. 

Front Band: Row 1: With right side 
facing and working along opposite side 
of starting chain, join yarn to first st, ch 
1, sc in same st where yarn was joined, 
sc in each st across—71 sc. Ch 3, turn. 
Row 2: Working in back Ip only, de in 
next sc and in each sc across. Note: 
Free front Ip of sts of previous row form 
turning ridge of band. Ch 1, turn. Row 
£ in each de across, sc in top of ch- 
3. Ch 3, turn. Row 4: Make starting 
shell in first sc, ch 1, * skip next 4 sc, 
shell in next sc, ch 1. Rep from * to last 
5 sc, skip next4 sc, end half shell in last 
sc. Ch 3, turn. Rows 5-6: Work as for 
Rows 2 and 3 of Left Sleeve. Ch 1, turn. 
Row 7: Sc in first dc, then work picot 























edging as for Sacque, end with sc in top 
of ch-3. Fasten off. 

Neck Edging: Turn front band back on 
turning ridge. Row 1: With wrong side 
of bonnet facing, join yarn to comer st, 
ch 1, sc in same st where yarn was 
joined, working through both thick- 
nesses on band section sc evenly across 
neck edge to opposite comer. Ch 1, 
turn, Row 2: Working over round elas- 
tic, sc in each sc across. Fasten off. 
Adjust elastic to fit and secure. 

Picot Edging: With right side facing, 
join yarn to right-hand joining of back 
section, ch 1, sc in same place where 
yarn was joined, * make a picot, skip 
next 2 sts, sc in next st. Rep from * 
across narrow edge, face edge and 
other narrow edge to left-hand joining 
of back section. Fasten off. 








Sew a ribbon to each front comer as on 
Sacque. 


BOOTEES 


Sole: Starting at center, with Size E 
hook ch 21, Rnd 1 (right side): Make 2 
de in 4th ch from hook, de in next 16 
ch, make 7 dc in next ch for toe end; 
working along opposite side of starting 
chain, de in next 16 ch, 2 dc in same 
place where first 2 de were made. Join 
to top of ch-3—44 sts. Rnd 2: Ch 3, de 
in joining, 2 de in next de, de in next 18 
de, 2 de in each of next 2 dc, 3 de in 
next de, 2 de in each of next 2 de, dc in 
next 18 dc, 2 de in last dc, de in same 
place where first dc was made. Join as 
before—54 sts. Rnd 3: Ch 3, dc in back 
Ip of next de and of each de around. 
Join as before. Rnd 4: Ch 3, working 
through both Ips dc in next 22 de, mark 
last de worked, de in each remaining 
dc. Join as before. Fasten off. 

Instep: Row 1: With right side facing, 
join yarn to marked dc, ch 3, de in next 
10 de—11 sts, do not work over remain- 
ing sts. Ch 3, turn. Rows 2-5: Dc in next 
de and in each dc across, de in top of 
ch-3. Ch3, turn. At end of Row 5 fasten 
off. 

Sew side edges of instep to next 11 sts 
| On adjacent edges. 
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Now work around opening as follows: 
With right side facing, join yarn to 
center st at back of bootee, ch 3, make 
30 de evenly around opening—31 sts. 
Join to top of ch-3. Do not turn. 
Cuff: Row 1: Ch 3, make starting half 
shell in joining, ch 1, * skip next 4 dc, 
shell in next de, ch 1. Rep from * to last 
5 dc, skip next 4 dc, end half shell in 
last de. Ch 3, turn. 

Rows 2-9: Rep Rows 2-7 of Left Sleeve 
on Sacque once, then rep Rows 2 and 3 
Once more, Ch 1, turn. Now work a 
picot edging across top edge of cuff in 
same manner as for Bonnet. Fasten off. 








Sew back seam. Cut an 18” length of 
ribbon for each bootee; starting at 
front, lace through first rnd of shell on 
cuff. 


COVERLET 


Coverlet measures 43” x 44” including 
border. 


Starting at one edge, with Size E hook 
ch 250 having 6 ch sts to 1”. Row 1: 
Make starting shell in 4th ch from hook, 
ch 1, * skip next 5 ch, shell in next ch, 
ch 1. Rep from * to last 6 ch, skip next 5 
ch, end half shell in last ch. Ch 3, turn. 
Now Rep Rows 2-7 of Left Sleeve on 
Sacque for pat 24 times, then rep Rows 
2-4 once more. Do not turn. 


Border: Rnd 1: Ch 3, in last sc worked 
make dc, ch 1 and 2 de—starting shell 
made; * working along side edge make 
249 de evenly spaced to next corner, 
make a shell in corner; working along 
next edge make 243 dc eveniy spaced 
to next corner, make a shell in corner. 
Rep from * once more, omitting last 
shell. Join to top of ch-3. Rnd 2: SÌ st in 
next dc, sl st in next ch-1 sp, ch 3; in 
same sp make de, ch 2 and 2 de; * dein 
each de across to ch-1 sp of next corner 
shell; in ch-1 sp make 2 dc, ch 2 and 2 
de. Rep from * around, end last rep with 
dc in same st where first sl st was made. 
Join to top of ch-3. Rnd 3: SI st in next 
de, sl st in next ch-2 sp; in same sp 
make starting shell, ch 1 and shell; ch1, 
skip next 6 de, shell in next de, * ch 1, 














skip next 5 dc, shell in next dc. Rep 
from * to within last 6 de before next ch- 
2 corner sp, ch 1, skip next 6 de; in 
corner sp make a shell, ch 1 and shell; 
work along remaining edges and corners 
in same way, end with ch 1, skip last 6 
dc. Join as before. Rnd 4: SI st in next 
de, sl st in next ch-1 sp, make starting 
shell in same sp, ch 1, shell in next ch-1 
comer sp, ch 1, * shell over next shell, 
ch 1. Rep from * to ch-1 corner sp 
between the 2 corner shells, make a 
shell in corner sp, ch 1; work along 
remaining edges and corners in same 
way, end with ch 1. Join as before, Rnd 
5: SÍ st in next de, sl st in next ch-1 sp, 
make a starting shell in same sp, ch 2, 
sc in next ch-1 sp, ch 2, shell over 
corner shell, ch 2, sc in next ch-1 sp, ch 
2, * shell over next shell, ch 2, make 
long sc over ch-1 sps of last 2 nds, ch 2. 
Rep from* to next 3 corner shells, make 
shell over next shell, ch 2, sc in next ch- 
1 sp, ch 2, shell over corner shell, ch 2, 
sc in next ch-1 sp, ch 2; work along 
remaining edges and corners in same 
way, end with ch 2. Join as before, 
Fasten off.
